Accompany- 
ing him was Mr. Armstrong, who an- 
nounced the prisoner had confessed. 
Etchison, according to 
Armstrong, 


said he and Price and Mrs. Price 
went for an automobile ride 
'Price, 


the alleged confession narrates, stop- 
ped the car near a high 
cliff 
and 


asked Mrs. Price if she did not want 
to step out and give her pet 
dog 


some exercise. 
When the 
woman 


stepped out, Btchison and 'Price, ac- 
cording to the confession, pitched 
her over the cliff, and Price threw 
the dog after her. 


They then climbed down the em- 


bankment, Btchison is reported 
to 


have said and found the woman still 
alive and Price struck her head with 
a stone. 


"We told everybody that she step- 


j ped over the cliff to save her dog," 
the official said Etchison confessed.

Charges of Rottenness in the Police Department Made by 


Councilman Frank Knanber, Who Alleges that Offi- 


cers, Drunk on Duty, Have Been Tolerated 


by Safety Director and Mayor 


OPERATORS KEEP LOADED 


PISTOLS FOR PROTECTION 


Declares Mayor Bigbee Promised Before Election Thati 


Accused Police Captain Would Not Be Returned to 
Position at Headquarters and That the Promise Was 
Used to Good Effect In Campaign Work On Day Be- 
fore Election—Mr. Seward Says Extra Officers Were 
Placed On Duty at Headquarters to Watch One An- 
other—City's Family Skeleton Escapes From Closet. 


"Operators employed at police headquarters have been compelled to 


sit at their switchboards with loaded revolvers before 
them to afford 


them t>elf.protectlon and Newark policemen have been on dnty in such a 
drunken condition that they have not been able to enter a doorway except 
alter three or four attempts and on at least one occasion, a» drunkeu 
policeman has attempted to 'pick a fight' with a man in the north end 
of the city," said Councilman Frank Knauber in speaking in support ot 
his measure to abolish the positions at police headquarters now held by 
girls and creating the office of desk sergeant to be filled by men. 
His statement came when he found some opposition to the measure. 


It was so startling in its nature that council men for a time were silent 
and during the course of his remarks, the chamber was so quiet that 
breath of those within his hearing seemed suspended for the time being 


In his address lie charged that conditions in the department 
were 


known by both Major Kojal C. Bigbee and Safety Director Carl S. Day- 
ton. 
He charged Da) ton with neglecting his duty and in the next breath 


apologized for the safety director bj saying that he was too busy with 
other duties to give the proper time. and attention to the police depart- 
ment. 
; 


These words he said came from Mayor Bigbee on the day before 


election: 


"Hager will never go back on the police force." 
Mr. Knauber, Republican councilman at large, and up for second 


term on election day a little more than thirty days ago, asked Mayor Big- 
T ee's permission to use that statement. The permission was given and 
Mr. Knaiil>er admitted that he used the major's declaration freely, par- 
ticularlj in East Newark. 
l 


"It it had not been used, >ou would not now have 'Bill' Christian 


as service director and you would not have the shining light of Mayor 


Bigbee looking after the Lily White police force of the city," were Mr. 


Knaul>er's words in closing his address. 


He charged extravagance in the police department, saying that the 


safety department required more than $25,OOO a year more than the 
public service department. 
He charged that officers had been known to 


be so drunk on duty that they could not enter a doorway without mak- 
ing several attempts. 
He said that on at least one occasion that an offi- 


cer on duty in North Newark was in such a drunken condition that he 
attempted to 'pick a fight1 with a civilian. 


He declared that he was indebted for most of Ms information 
to 


Safetj Director Daj ton and that Mr. Daj ton's statements were made at 
police headquarters in the presence of Councilman Payne and "other 
meml)crs ot the safety committee." 


"'Conditions are had. 
You do n't know how bad. . These girls have 


had to sit at the telephone switchboard with loaded revolvers before 
them for self protection,' " Mr. Knauber said Director Dayton told him. 
These startling revelations made1!-

by Mr. Knauber have l>een rumored 
about the city for several months. 
Mr. Knauber said he "heard things"

Mot ouly did we Lave 110 part or 
interest in the policies which seem to 
Lave brought the conflict ou; it waa 
necessary, if a universal catastrophe 
waa to be avoided, that a limit should 
be set to the sweep of destructive war 
and that some part of the great fain- 
,ily of nations should keep the process- 
es of peWe alive, if only to prevent 
•collective economic ruin and the break- 
down throughout the world of the in- 
dustries by which its populations are 
fed and sustained. It was manifestly 
the duty of the self governed nations 
of this hemisphere to redress, if possl 
ble, the balance of economic loss and 
confusion in the other, if they could 
do nothing more. In the day of read 
justment and recuperation we earnest- 
ly nope nnd believe that they can be 
of infinite service. 


In this neutrality, to which thej 


were bidden not only by their sep- 
arate life and their habitual detach- 
ment from the politics of Europe*, but 
also by a clear perception of interim 
tiou&l duty, the states of America have 
become conscious of a new and more 
vital community of interest and moral 
partnership In affairs, more clearly 
conscious of the many common sympa- 
thies and interests and duties which 
bid them stand together. 


There was a time in the early day 


of our own great nation and of the re 
publics fighting their way to independ 
ence in Central and South America 
•when the government of the Ti'i

But it was always difficult to 
maintain such a role without offense 
to the pride of the peoples whose free- 
dom of action we sought to protect 
and without provoking serious mis- 
conceptions of our motives, and every 
thoughtful man of affairs must wel- 
come the altered circumstances of the 
new day in whose light we now stand, 
when there is no claim of guardian- 
ship or thought of wards, but instead 
a full and honorable association as of 
partners between oursehes and our 
neighbors in the interest of all,Amer- 
ica, north and south 
Our concern for 


the independence and prospeiity of the 
states of Cential and South America 
Is not altered. "We retain unabated the 
spirit that has inspired us thioughout 
the Mhole life of our government and 
which was so frankly put ii'to words, 
by President Monroe. We'still moan 
alvuijs to irake a common cause of 
national independence and of politica1 
liberty in America. But that purpose 
is now better understood so far as it 
concerns ourselves. It is known not to 
be a ^elfish purpose. It is known to 
have in it no thought of taking advan- 
tage of any government in this henii 
sphere or playing its political fortunes 
for our own benefit. 
All the govern- 


ments of America btaud, so far as we 
tire concerned, upon a footing of genu 
Ine equality and unquestioned inde 
pendejice. 


We have been put to the test in the 


cfese of Mexico, and we have stood the 
test. Whether we have benefited Mex- 
ico by the course we have pursued re 
ttiains to be seen. Her fortunes are in 
her own hands. But we have at least 
proved that we will not take advan 
tage of her in her distress and under- 
take to impose upon her an order and 
government of our own choosing. Lib

men's choosing ought ever to be set. 
Every American who has drunk at 
the true fountains of principle and tra- 
dition must subscribe without reserva- 
tion to the high doctrine of the Vir- 
ginia bill of rights, which in the great 
days in which our government was set 
up was everywhere among us accept- 
ed as the creed of free men. That doc- 
trine is, "That government is or ought 
to be instituted for the common bene- 


poses a majority of 'the community 
hath an Indubitable, inalienable and 
Indefeasible right to reform, alter or 
nbollsh it in such manner as shall be 
Judged most conducive to the public 
weal." 
We have unhesitatingly ap- 


plied that heroic principle to the ease 
of Mexico and now hopefully await 
the rebirth of the troubled republic, 
which had so much of which to purge 
Itself and so little sympathy from any 
outside quarter in the radical but nec- 
essary process. We will aid and be- 
friend "Mexico, but we will not cooree 
her, and our course with regard to her 
ought to be sufficient proof to nil Amer- 
ica that we seek no political suzerainty 
or selfish control.

Economic Adjustment* Inevitable With- 


in Ad Next Generation. 


The moral is that the states of Anier 


ica are not hostile rivals, but co-op 
crating friends, and that their grow- 
ing sense of community of interest. 
alike in matters political and iu mat 
ters economic, is likely to give them a 
new significance as factors iu interim 
tioual affairs and in the political his 
tory of the world It presents them as 
in a very deep and true sense a unit 
in world affairs, spiritual partners, 
standing together because thinking to- 
gether1, quick with common sympathies 
and common ideals. 
Separated, they 


are subject to all the cross currents of 
the confused politics of a world of hos- 
tile rivalries; united in spirit and pur- 
pose, they cannot be disappointed of 
their peaceful destiny. 


This is pan- Americanism. It has none 


of the spirit of empire in it. It is the 
embodiment, the effectual embodiment, 
of the spirit of law and independence 
and liberty and mutual service. 


A very -notable body of men recently 


met in the city of Washington, at the 
invitation and as the guests of this 
government, whose deliberations are 
3ikely to be looked back to as marking 
a memorable turning point in the his- 
tory of America. They were repre- 
sentative spokesmen of the several in 
dependent states of this hemisphere 
and were assembled to discuss the 
financial and commercial relations of 
the republics of the two continents 
which nature and political fortune 
have so intimately linked together. I 
earnestly recommend to your perusal 
the reports of their proceedings and of 
the actions of their committees. You 
will get from them, I think, a fresh 
conception of the ease nnd intelligence 
and advantage with which Americans 
of both continents may draw together 
in practical co-operation and of what 
the material foundations of this hope- 
ful r&rtnership of interest must con- 


Bjs;{-_of how we should build them and 
of now necessary it is that we should 
hasten their building. 


There is, I venture to point out, an 


especial significance just now attach- 
ing to this whole taatter of drawing 
the Americas together 4a lx>nds of hon- 
orable partnership and mutual advan- 
tage because of the economic readjust- 
ments which the world must inevitably 
witness within the next generation. 
w hen peace shall have at last resiuned 
its healthful tasks. 
In the perform- 


ance of these tasks I believe the Amer- 
icas to be destined to play their parts 
together. I am interested to fix your 
attention on this prospect now because 
unless you take it within your view 
an,d permit the full significance of it to 
command your thought I cannot find 
the right light in which to set forth 
the particular matter that lies at the 
very front of my whole thought as 1 
address you today. I mean national 
defense. 


No one who really comprehends the 


spirit of the great people for whom we 
are appointed to speak can fail to per- 
ceive that their passion is for peace, 
their genius best displayed in the prac- 
tice of the arts of peace. Great democ- 
racies are not belligerent They do not 
seek or desire war. Their thought is 
of individual liberty and of the free 
labor that supports life and the un- 
censored thought that quickens it. 
Conquest and dominion are not in our 
reckoning or agreeable to our princi- 
ples. But just because we demand un- 
molested development and the undis- 
turbed government of our own lives 
upon our own principles of right nnd 
liberty, we resent, from 
whatever 


quarter it may come, the aggression we 
ourselves will not practice. We insist 
upon security in prosecuting our self 
chosen lines of national development. 
We do more than that. We demand it 
also for others. We do not confine our 
enthusiasm for individual liberty and 
free national development to the inci- 
dents and movements of affairs which 
affect only ourselves. We feel it wher- 
ever there is a people that tries to walk 
in these difficult paths of independence 
and right. 
From the first we have 


made common cause with all partisans 
of liberty on thia side the sea and have 
deemed it as important that our neigh- 
bors should be free from all outside 
domination as that we ourselves should 
be; have set America aside as a whole 
for the uses of independent nations and 
political freemen. 


Out of such iBoughts grow all our 


policies. We regard war merely as a 
means of asserting the rights of a peo- 
ple against aggression. 
And we are 


as fiercely Jealous of coercive or dicta- 
torial power within our own nation 
as of aggression from without. We 
will not maintain a standing army ex- 
cept for uses which are as necessary 
in times of peace as in times of war. 
and we shall always see to it that our 
military peace establishment is no 
larger than is actually nnd continuous- 
ly needed for the uses of days In which 
no enemies move against us.

Moreover, we can develop no true or 


effective American policy v> ithout ships 
of our own—not ships of war, but 
ships of peace, carrying goods and car 
rying much more: creating friendships 
and rendering mdispeu;.atjle services to 
all interests on this side the water. 
They must move constantly back aud 
forth between the Americas They are 
the only shuttles that can v\eave the 
delicate fabric of sympathy, compre 
hensiou, confidence and mutual de- 
pendence in which we wish to clothe 
our policy of America for Americans 


The task of building up an adequate 


merchant ^marine for America private 
capital must ultimately undertake and 
achieve, as it has undertaken and 
achieved every other like task among 
us in the' past, with admirable enter- 
prise, intelligence and vigor, and it 
seems to me a manifest dictate of wis- 
dom that vie should promptly remove 
every legal obstacle that may stand in 
tbe way of this much to be desired re- 
vival of our old independence and 
should facilitate in every possible way 
the building, purchase and American 
registration of ships. But capital can- 
not accomplish this great task of a 
sudden. 
It must embark upon it by 


degrees, as the opportunities of trade 
develop. Something must be done at 
mice, done to open routes and develop 
opportunities where they are as yet 
undeveloped, done to open the arteries 
of trade where tbe currents have not 
yet learned to run. especially between 
the two American continents, where 
they are. singularly enough, yet to be 
created and quickened, and it is evi- 
dent that only tbe government can un- 
dertake such beginnings and assume 
the Initial financial risks. When the 
risk has pa«s«ed and private capital be- 
sins to find its way in sufficient abun- 
dance into these new channels the gov- 
ernment may withdraw. But it can- 
not omit to heffin. It" should take the 
first steps, and should take them at 
on«e- Our goods must not lie piled up 
at onr ports and stored upfti sidfl 
tracks in freight cars which are daily 
needed on. the roacTs, must not be left 
without means of transport to any for- 
eign quarter. We must not await the 
permission of foreign shipowners and 
foreign' governments to send them 
where we will. 


With a vi3W to meeting these press- 


ing necessities of our commerce and 
availing ourselves at the earliest possi- 
ble moment cf tbe present unparalleled 
opportunity of linking the two Ameri- 
cas together in bonds of mutual inter 
est and service, an opportunity which 
may never return again if we miss it 
now. 
proposals will be made to the 


present congress for the purchase or 
construction of ships to be owned and 
directed by the government similar to 
those made to the last congress, but 
modified in some essential particulars. 
I recommend these proposals to you 
for your prompt acceptance with ths 
more confidence because every mouth 
that has elapsed since the former pro- 
posals were made has made the ne- 
cessity for such action more and more 
manifestly imperative. That need was 
then foreseen. 
It is now acutely felt 


and everywhere realized by those for 
whom trade is waiting, but who can 
find no conveyance for their goods.

for the alteration and reform of the 
government of the? Philippines and for 
rendering fuller political justice to the 
people of Porto Rico were submitted 
to the Sixty-third congress. They will 
be submitted also to you. I need not 
particularize their details. 
You are 


most of you already familiar with 
them. But I do recommend them to 
your early adoption with the sincere 
conviction that there are few measures 
you could adopt which would more 
serviceably clear the way for the great 
policies by which we wish to make 
good, now and always, our right to lead 
in Enterprises of peace and good will 
and economic and political freedom. 


The plans for the armed forces of 


the nation which I have outlined and 
for the general policy of adequate prep- 
aration for mobilization and defense 
involve, of course, very large addition- 
al expenditures of money, expenditures 
which will considerably exceed the es- 
timated revenues of the government. 
It is made niy duty by law whenever 
the estimates of expenditure exceed 
the estimates of revenue to call the 
attention of the congress to the fact 
and sugsrest any means of meeting the 
deficiency that it may be wise or pos- 
sible for me to suggest. I am ready 
to believe that it would be my duty to 
do so in any case, and 1 feel particu- 
larly bound to speak of the matter 
when it appears that the deficiency will 
ari^e directly out of the adoption by 
the congress cf measures which I my- 
self urge it to adopt. Allow me there- 
fore to speak briefly of the present 
state of the treasury and of the fiscal 
problems which the next year will 
probably disclose. 


On the 30th. of June last there was

NATION'S SECRET FOES 


SHOULD BE CRUSHED 


Gravest Danger to Country Come* 


Prom Within Our Own Border*. 


I have spoken to you today, gentle- 


men, upon a single theme, the thor- 
ough preparation of the nation to core 
for its own security and to make sure 
of entire freedom to play the Impar- 
tial role In this hemisphere and In the 
world which we all believe to have 
been providentially assigned to it. I 
have had in my mind no thought of 
any Immediate or particular danger 
arising cut of our relations with other 
nations. We are at peace with all the 
nations of the world, and there Is rea- 
son to hope that no question in con- 
troversy between this and other gov- 
ernments will lead to any serious 
breach of amicable relations, grave as 
some differences of attitude and policy 
have been and may yet turn out to be. 
I am sorry to say tliat the gravest 
threats against our national peace and 
safety have been uttered within our 
own borders. There are citizens of the 
United Slates, I blush to admit, born 
under other flags, but welcomed under 
our generous naturalization laws to the 
full freedom and opportunity Of Amer- 
ica, who have poured the poison of dis- 
loyalty into the very arteries of our 
national life, who have sought to bring 
the authority and good name of our 
government into contempt, to destroy 
our Industries wherever they thought 
it effective for their vindictive pur- 
poses to strike at them and to debase 
our politics to the uses of foreign in- 
trigue. Their number is not great as 
compared with the whole number of 
those sturdy hosts by which our na- 
tion has been enriched in recent gen- 
erations out of virile foreign stocks, 
but it is great enough to have brought 
deep disgrace upon us and to have 
made it necessary that we should 
promptly make use of processes of law 
by which we may be purged of their 
corrupt distempers. 


America never witnessed anything 


like this before. It never "dreamed it 
possible that men sworn into its own 
citizenship, men drawn out of great 
free stocks such as supplied some of 
the best and strongest elements of that 
little, but how heroic, nation that in a 
high day of old staked its very life to 
free itself ~ from ever/" entanglement 
that had darkened the fortunes of the 
older nations and set up a new stand- 
ard here—that men of such origins and 
such free choices of allegiance would 
ever turn in malign reaction against 
the government and people who had 
welcomed and nurtured them and seek 
to make this proud country once more 
a hotbed of European passion. A lit- 
tle while ago such a thing would have 
seemed incredible. Because it was in- 
credible we made no preparation for 
it 
We would have been almost 


ashamed to prepare for it. as if we 
were suspicious of ourselves, our own 
comrades and neighbors! But the ugly 
and incredible thing has actually come 
about, and we are without adequate 
federal laws to deal with it- I Urge 
you to enact such laws at the earliest 
possible moment and feel that in doing 
so I am urging you to do nothing less 
than save the honor and self respect 
of the nation. Such creatures of pas- 
sion, disloyalty and anarchy must be 
crushed out 
They are not many, but 


they are infinitely malignant, and the 
hand of our power should close over 
them at once. They have formed plots 
to destroy property, they have entered 
into conspiracies against the neutrality 
of the government they have sought 
to pry into every confidential trans- 
action of the government in order to 
serve interests alien to our own. It is 
possible to deal with these things very 
effectually. 
I need not suggest the 


terms in which they may be dealt with. 


I wish that it could be said that only 


a few men, misled by mistaken senti- 
ments of allegiance to the governments 
under which they were born, had been 
guilty of disturbing the self possession 
and misrepresenting the temper and

Transportation a Problem. 


While we speak of the preparation of 


the nation to make sure of her securi- 
ty and her effective power we must 
not fall into the patent error of sup- 
posing that her real strength comes 
from armaments and mere safeguards 
of written law. 
It comes, of course, 


from her people, their energy, their 
success in their undertakings, their 
free opportunity to use the natural 
resources of our great home land and 
of the lands outside our continental 
borders which look to us for protec- 
tion, for encouragement and for assist- 
ance in their development: from the 
organization and freedom and vitality 
of our economic life. The domestic 
questions which engaged the attention 
of the last congress are more vital to 
the nation in this its time of test than 
at any other time. 
We cannot ade- 


quately make ready for any trial of 
our strength unless we wisely and 
promptly direct the force of our laws 
Into these all important fields of domes- 
tic action. A matter which it seems 
to me we should have very much at 
heart is the creation of the right In- 
rtrumentalities by which to mobilize 


, i.ur economic resources in any time of 


national necessity. I take it for grant- 
id that I do not need your authority

1 with the directing officers of the army 


I and navy men of recognized leadership 


1 and ability from among our citizens

MOBILIZE 
INDUSTRIES 
OF THIS COUNTRY. 


Many Conditions Are Being Altered 


From Decade to Decade. 


\Vliat is more important is that the 


Industries and resources of the country 
should be available and ready for 
mobilization. It is the more impera- 
tively necessary, therefore, that we 
shou'd promptly devise means for do- 
ing what we have not yet done—that 
»~e should give intelligent federal aid 
and stimulation to industrial'a.nd voca- 
tional education, as we have long done 
in the large field of our agricultural 
industry; that at the same time that 
we sateguard and conserve the natural 
resources of the country we should 
pur them at the disposal of those who 
wiU use them promptly and intelli- 
gently, as was sought to be done in 
the admirable bills submitted to the 
last congress from its committees on 
the public lands, bills which I earnest- 
ly recommend in principle to your con- 
sideration; that we should put into 
early operation some provision for 
rural credits which will add to the ex- 
tensive borrowing facilities already 
afforded the farmer by the reserve 
bank act adequate Instrumentalities 
by which long credits may be obtained 
on land mortgages and that we should 
study more carefully than they have 
hitherto been studied the right adapta- 
tion of our economic arrangements to 
changing conditions. 


Many conditions about which we 


have repeatedly legislated are being 
altered from decade to decade, it is 
evident, under our very eyes and are 
likely to change even more rapidly 
and more radically in the days Imme- 
diately ahead of us when peace has 
returned to the world and the nations 
of Europe once more take up their 
tasks of commerce and industry with 
the energy of those who must bestir 
themselves to build anew. Just what 
these chances will be no one can cer- 
tainly foresee or confidently predict 
Thorp are no calculable, because no 
stable, elements In the problem.

RAILROAD PROBLEM. 


Needed to Make Lines More Useful 


Servants of Country. 


In the meantime may I make this 


suggestion? The transportation prob- 
lem Is an exceedingly serious and 
pressing one in this country. There 
has from time to time of late been rea- 
son to fear that our railroads would 
not much longer be able to cope with 
it successfully, as at present equipped 
and co-ordinated. 
I suggest that it 


would be wise to provide for a com- 
mission of inquiry to ascertain by a 
thorough canvass of the whole ques- 
tion whether our hn\s as at present 
framed and administered are as serv- 
iceable as they might be in the solu- 
tion of the problem. It is obviously 
a problem that lies at the very foun- 
dation of our efficiency as a people. 
Such an inquiry ought to draw out 
every circumstance and opinion worth 
considering, and we need to know 
all sides of the matter if we mean to 
do anything in the field of federal leg- 
islation. 


No one, I am sure, would wish to 


take any backward step. The regula- 
tion of the railways of the country by 
federal commission has had admirable 
results and has fully justified the 
hopes and expectations of those by 
whom the policy of regulation was 
originally proposed. The question is 
not. What should we undo? 
It is 


whether there is anything else we can 
do that would supply us with effective 
means, in the very, .process of regu- 
lation, for bettering &e conditions un- 
der which the railroads are operated 
and for making thenviluore useful serv- 
ants of the" connTry^Ss" a wBole. Tt 
seems to me that it might be the part 
of wisdom, therefore, 
v before further 


legislation in this field is attempted, 
to look at the whole problem of co-or- 
ilination and efficiency in the full light 
i:f a fresh assessment of circumstance 
ind opinion, as a guide to dealing with 
the several parts of It.

!h my mind is the single thought of 
this message, is national efficiency and 
security.

He went West to 


recover, came East to Work, again 
went West and gradually declined, 
A little lesb than a jear ago he came 
back to Ohio to die, and entered the 
Franklin County Sanitarium. Here 
he found he had a work to do. 
Pa- 


tients there, not so far advanced in 
disease as he, needed cheering that 
they might get well. 
Others were

So Leonard McKee started 


"The Lunger" and he found that he 
didn't have time to die. 
The paper 


was edited, written and printed by 
Leonard McKee. 
When he started 


it there was lots of

Franklin Sanitarium. 
When he ac- 


complished his purpose the Sanitar- 
ium had a waiting list and 
every 


week was sending 
out 
cured 
pa- 


tients. 
Leonard McKee taught oth- 


ers to laugh and be happy and told 
them how to get well and keep" well.
